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Biography 


A native of Northern Ohio, Mark L. Hornyak's undergraduate studies in 
art were completed at Kent State University in nineteen sixty-nine. 
After two years of public school teaching, a return to Kent State in 
nineteen seventy-one earned him a Master of Arts degree in painting. 

Seeded by employment with the University Galleries during graduate 
studies, continued interest in the art environment developed into 
associations with various art galleries and institutions, eventually 
leading to the establishment of The M. L. Hornyak Studios & Gallery, 
Kent, Ohio, in nineteen seventy-nine. 

Since relocating to the Cleveland area in nineteen eighty-three, 
M. L. Hornyak works out of his home studio in Willowick. The con¬ 
tinued production and development of his art has resulted in the 
placement of his drawings, paintings, wood pieces and collage into 
numerous galleries and exhibitions throughout Northern Ohio, and into 
private collections across the country.

The process by which my paintings and collages are created is indeed 
one of search and exploration.
